which Sharrah w?nt to the stable to • 
see the sick animal. On his return to

. dorff. who wa- drunk, he dragged him ' 


j onto the porch and 
finally 
in-doors.

aroused and started after Mrs. Shar-

he jumped between the two. "I told 
him", said Sharrah. "when he got her 
it would be over my dead body."

You can't make mo go. 1 have as good 
a right here as you have": and lay 
down on the floor aside of the stov».

Margaret Dorsey, colored, was ar- 


rested Wednesday in Emmitsbuig by 
Constable 
Eugene 
A. Alexander, 


charged with forging 
the name of 


William Fry to a Christmas Savings 
check, which she cashed at 
the Em- 


mitsburg Savings Bank. She was held 
in the sum of $100 bail by Justice of 
the Peace H. C. Hull for the action of 
the grand jury. 


She formerly was Fry's housekeep- 


er. Last March the latter went i" 
sleep on a couch while smoking a pipe. 
Hot ashes from the pipe set fire to 
the couch and Fry wa-; not awakened 
until he was so badly burned that he 
had to be sent to a hospital for treat- 
ment. Several days later he died. 


Some time previous, however, he 


joined the Christmas Savings fund at 
Frederick and paid in ?9.90. After his 
death, it is charged, the Dorsey wo- 
man went to the bank and represent- 
ing herself as his wife, was given n 
check for the amount. Later she secur- 
ed a place as a domestic in a family 
in Emmitsburg and went there to live. 


A few days ago two daughters of 


Fry discovered that his savings ac- 
count had been drawn by bis house- 
keeper. A warrant was issued for 
her arrest and she was taken 
into 


custody by Constable Alexander. She 
claimed that she was entitled to the 
money for services rendered as house- 
keeper. She secured bail and was re- 
leased.

Independence Hall, Philadelphia, with 
Ex-President Taft as its president. 


Doctor Xasmyth explained the aims 


and methods advocated by the League, 
showing the purpose to substitute a I 
Supreme Court of Nations, instead of 
resorting to war, to settle internation-} 
al disputes. Each nation in the Leagu0 


would be required to submit its case 
to this Supreme Court and wait a year 
for its settlement before resorting to 
arms. If it should declare war without! 
doing this the declaration would be 
taken as against the world instead of t 
merely the nation named, and all com-j 
mercial 
and 
diplomatic intercourse 


with it would 
cease. 
The 
lecturer 


claimed that this would lead the 
de- ( 


fiant 
nation 
to 
see that 
its coursp i 


would be futile and hence would not 
contest. 


Cases were cited by the lecturer to 


show that disputes among large civil 
communities had been settled time and j 
again by arbitration of this kind and, 
he was confident that it could be made 
successful among nations. 
It needed 


only the hearty support of the better 
class of the people to make it 
effect- 


ive and thus take the matter of de-' 
elaring war out of the hands of a fe^ 
autocrats and make the 
relations' 


among the different nations democ.ra.-l 
tic. 


He put forward these proposals 
as 


pointing- out "the road along which 
the nations must sooner or later trav-' 
el in their efforts to establish a just! 
and stable peace and not as

Making Suggestions. 


The State Board of Agriculture has 


had some questions raised 
over 
the 


legal standing of the new Commission 
of Agriculture. 


At the meeting Thursday 
former 


mayor E. 0. Weimer, of Lebanon, de- 
manded to know if all acts which 
might conflict with the legality of the 
commission had been 
repealed 
and 


said that he wanted the status of the 
board and the commission settled by 
the Attorney General and the Econo- 
my and Efficiency Commission to loolc^ 
into the business end of the two bod- 


There was not a very large attend- 


ance of members at the time and after 
some remarks about raising the ques- 
tion just then the resolution was 
tabled on motion of George G. Hutch- 
inson, of Warrior's Mark, who scout- 
ed the idea that the commission meant 
the end of the board. 


There was also some sentiment ex- 


pressed about turning over the 
farm 


advisory and farmers' institute service 
to State College, but it did not get to 
a vote. 


Members of the board seemed to 


have the idea that the board and com- 
mission were in confiict and a bill will 
be drawn to have the Legislature set- 
tle the question. 


The board Thursday afternoon pars- 


ed resolutions indorsing the State con- 
stabulary and recommending an in- 
crease in the force, asking for larger 
appropriations for the Department of 
Agriculture and State College, call- 
ing for the extension of farmers' in- 
stitutes and similar work, for the 
amendment of the State Game • laws 
to provide for a closed season for 
quail and fixing the deer shooting sea- 
son for the period between November' 
I and November 15.
